The Stranded Eider May be 
a Total Loss. 


Officers and Crew Finally Forced to 
Abandon the Vessel. 


Lifeboats Have a Rough Time Bring- 


ing Them to the Shore. 


Other Foreign Dispatches — Salisbury's 
Criticisms of the Liberal Programme 
~—Shetland Islanders Reported 
on the Verge of Starvation. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Lonpon, Feb. 2.—|By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.| A gale set in last night, 
causing a heavy sea to run in the chan- 
nel, which added to the dangerous posi- |. 
tion of the steamer Eider on the Ather- 
field ledge. The place is exposed to 
the full force of the wind and sea, and 
is one of the most perilous points inthe 
channel. The wind continued to 
freshen throughout the night. The po- 
sition of the Eider grew worse and 
worse. She pounded. quite hard upon 
the rocks. The crew stayed by her. 
Her stern sunk further, lifting the bows 
higher. Should she slide off the ledge 
she will surely goto the bottom. Ma- 
rine men think she will almost surely 
be lost. Capt. Heinecke signaled that 
the leak was gaining rapidly on the 
pumps. The Atherfield lifeboat crew 
made preparations to go to the assist- 
ance of the crew. 

At 11 a.m. the pesition of the Eider 
became critical The tide was rising 
and the water poured into the steamer. 
The afterhold was full and pulled the 
stern down, leaving the forehold per- 
fectly d It looked as though oo 

l 
hands begun h@stily leaving her. — 

The pumps of the Eider were kept 
working at their full “ig all night, 
ut the sea kept slowly gaining, water 
pouring through the hole in her side 
where the rocks had torn the iron 
plates, At daylight signals were run 
up asking for help. Lifeboats were 
immediately sent out and after a 
dangerous ss ge everybody was 
landed insafety. A few bags of mail 
and 277 passengers were taken to 
Southampton, where all destined for 
Bremen will be ‘tfansferred to the 
steamer apel. which arrived at South- 
am All passengers 
eonctr in ave ying the sensational report 
that.a panic prevailed when the steamer 
struck or afterward. 

A dispatch ftom Atherfield timed at 
8:40 p.m. stated that the storm had 
really increased in severity and that 


_| lifeboats were again launched and bat- 


tled their way through the heavy seas 
in the direction of the steamer,- going 
to save some members of the ship’s 
company who were still aboard thie 
vessel and whose position had become 
very precarious owing to the increased 
severity of the gale. 

. A dispatch from Atherfield at 7 
this morning stated that the lifeboats, 
after exceedingly perilous voyages, suc- 
ceeded in bringing everybody ffom the 
ship to the shore in safety. As the tide 


| went down the storm increased in vio- 


lence. The North German Lloyd; 
steamer Havel, to which agents of the 
company at Southampton intend to 
transfer all passengers of the 
Eijer bound for Bremen, was signaled 
off Scilly Islands this afternoon. The 
Eider has shown through the terrible 
pounding she has received that there 
was faulty in her construction. 
Hour after hour today she stood a bat- 
tering from sea and rocks that in case 
of a weaker vessel would long before 
have torn her to pisces. 

At the time the li.eboats set out this 
afternoon torescue the remainder of 
the crew on the stetmer the storm had 
gained terrible vivlerce. The. lifeboat 
crew at Atherfield had a tremeadous 
struggle to get their craft beyond the 
breakers that were piling high upon 
the shore and even after they got past 
the breakers they had a diffic’:lt task. 
Their course war directly in the eye of 
the wicd that was vow blowing a hur- 
ricane, but sluwiy and surely tke boat 
forged ahezi. Sometimes she wceuid 
appearon the crest of a high sea and 
then disappear in a trough, and thus it 
continued until she got under the lee of 
the Fider. A line was taken from the 
steamer and ste dropped alongside. 
She took on board as many of the crew 
as she could carry and headed 
for shore. The boats of Brighstone and 
Lewis had similar experiences. 

Tne captain of the Eider was the last 
person to leave the vessel. Tne voyage 
was Capt. Heinecke’s first onthe Lider 
from New York. 

In an interview one of the officers of 
the ship says that the passage wus a 
good one. They did not see land till 
they sighted theSLizard, and it was difi- 
cult to recognize points in the ~ 
Eider steamed slowly along the English 
Channel on Sunday witha sharp look- 
out for pilots, butnone wereseen. The 
captain kad personal charge of the 
ship. At the time of the accident 
soundings were taken every five min- 
utes and the vessel was at its slowest 
speed. ‘‘For a short time after we 
struck,’’ he said, ‘‘none of us realized 
the real state of affairs, but presently |* 
the fog lifted somewhat, revealing the 
ship’s position, close to the cliffs and 
firmly cradled-in the rocks. We still 
expécted, however, to float uninjured 
the tide.”’

President Greenhut's Resignation ‘Ten- 
dered but not Accepted. 


Cnicaao, Feb. 2.—[By the Associated 
Press.] Atthe meeting of the direct- 
ors of the Distillers and Cattle Feeders’ 
Company today President Greenhut 
presented a somewhat lengthy com- 
munication, dealing with reports which 


} have been in circulation reflecting on 


Nelson Morris and himself. denied 
the charges which have been made 
against them and said that his aim had 
been to guide the affairs of the com- 
pany on aconservative basis. This pol- 
-icy was not satisfactory to certain 
stockholders, and for some time every 
means hag been brought to bear with 
the board to’ hold the market so as to 
show abnormal profits, etc. Mr. Morris 
and himself finding their protests un- 
availing, began to fear the result and 
concluded it was best tosell most of their 
stock, ,;which they had a perfect right 
todo. Nothing was done on their part 
which was not to the best interests and 
for the permanent success of the com- 
pany, but as theircourse was not in 
harmony. with those endeavoring to 
create a fictitious value and then sell 
out they had been gsubjected to abuse 
and accused of trying to bear the 
market. 

Mr. Greenhut referred to the efforts 
of Morris and himself in purchasing 
stock ‘in large quantities at critical 
times when essential-to sustain the 
reputation and credit of the company, 
and said that they could not afford to 
sacrifice their reputation by allowing 
the impression to prevail with the pub- 
lic that they countenanced any of the 
many inflated reports sent out to boom 
the stock. He had already pointed out 
at previous meetings that the company 
is keeping the market for its products 
too high. When the rebate system was 
adopted great disturbance was created 
in trade owing tod a belief that the com- 
pany would attempt to squeeze by forc- 
ing prices abnormally high. It was not 
until after his personal assurances, 
made ata meeting of representatives 
of the trade, that the policy of the com- 
pany would be to keep prices on a fair 
basis, that the trade became, in a meas- 
ure, reconciled to the rebate system. 
Of late, however, there has been.a 


| growing pressure brought to bear by 


certain stockholders to ignore’ the 
pledges made to the trade, and such 
policy, in connection. with the other 
matters referred to, is, in his judgment, 
sufficient to cause disastrous results. 

In conclusion, Mr. Greenhut said that 
wishing to make necessary prepara- 
tions for a trip to Europe he desired as 
soon as possible to be relieved from 
further responsibility in his official po- 
sition. 

The board of directors unanimously 
adopted a resolution refusing to accept 
the resignation, and recording its abso- 
lute confidence in Greenhut’s integrity, 


exonerating Nelson Morris of the 
charges made in different papers, and 
declining to accept his resignation as 
director. 

Another resolution was then adopted 
to the effect that the basis of the price 
of the product be reduced 2 cents per 
proof gallon at once, and as it is the 
determined policy of the board that 
the price be maintained at such a point 
as will enable the company to hold its 
trade at all hazards the officers of the 


prices to such a point as they may from 
time to time deem necessary. 

The difectors state that their object 
-in giving the officers power to make 
prices is to prevent any more such en- 
croachments into the business as have 
of late beeh made. Thirty per cent, of 
their business, they say, has been taken 
from them up to the present time, and 
they propose to maintain the trade of 
‘the company regardless of earnings and 
dividends. They further state that div- 
idends will be suspended if necessary 
until the lost business is fully rscov- 
ered. The directory will continue in 
session tomorrow, when the question of 
purchasing the property now leased by 
the trust will beconsidered, The leases 
expire the Ist of May, and if the di- 
rectors decide to Purchase the lease- 
holds between $3,000,000 and 
$4,000,000 will have to be provided 
for that purpose.

For the past five days & man who 
gave the name of Dawson, who was ar- 
rested on the charge’ of baving stolen 
goods in his possession, has been con- 
fined in the city prison. When he was

In the whole 
time of his incarceration, his cellmates 
say, he has taken nothing but tWo cilps 
of coffee, and has stubbornly refused to 
eat anything.

Dawson was seated in a chair and his 
hypnotic sleep was rendered somewhat 
more profound by. a_ few of Tyndall's 
manipulations, At “dig#estion of 
thé Hypnotist ati Officer stepped out and 
procured a glass of milk and 4 couple of 
crackers. When he returned Tyndall 
said to his subject: ‘You’ ate awake 
now; you can open your eyes,"’ and. the 
eyes came open. — 

Then the mind-readér presented him 
the milk and said: ‘You can drink 
this; it’s good for you.’ 

“No,’’ sajd the subject, ‘it’s 
poisoned; I don’t dare drinkit. Ev- 
erything’s poisoned: the spirits told me 
so; they told me I mustn’t eat anything 
for three months.”

When the Senator brought this bill for- 
ward in the last Congress the public 
sized it up carefully and concludod that 
the movement was due to one of two 
things: Either Stanford had the Presi- 
dential bee in his bonnet and 
proposed this measure to catch the Al- 
liance vote, or he was showing signs of 
softening of the brain. That Stanford 
should appear as the sincere champion, 
of such a philanthropic scheme to help 
the poor farmer was not to be thought 
for a moment. Whether the Senator 
really showed signs of a mental 
collapse or not, his friends got 
alarmed about him, and hustled him 
off to Europe before the adjournment of 
Congress, and his poor weakling of a 
bill, left to take care of itself, was 
stifled by the adverse report of a com- 
mittee, backed by a public sentiment 
which literally scoffed at the Senator’s 
rainbow-chasing scheme. 

A few days ago, however, Stanford 
brought forward his measure again. 


This time, as stated, a new light 
is thrown upon his motives and

Los Angeles, Cal 
DEAR SiR: I inclose herewith copy of a 
letter received from Mr. Huntington, datéd 
January 16, rejating tothe subject’matter. 

It 
should be understood that the idle capital 
of both Europe and America is invested 
through bankidg These banks 
or syndicates of 
lines. They provide. themse.ves with the 
means of knowing all the facts pertaining 
to the value Of the securities offered. 
Banks Gealing in railroad securities in any 
country are eguipped fer information as to 
the pemess and prospective value of rail- 
road enterprise; of the character of the 
people by whom the money will be invested 
and the road constructed; upon the proba- 
bility of competition tapping the same 
trade, and, in short. all other matters and 
things affecting the value of the securities. 
When you approach such a bank with mu- 
nicipal securities, for instance, they inform 
you that they are not dealing in them be- 
cause that is nottheir line. Other banks 
deal in municipal and State bonds. They 
establish channels of information searing 
upon the line of securities in which they 


invest. The mone market of the 
world divides itsel 7 just as mer- 
chandise doe You’ do not go to a 


hardware store for laces, to a grocery 
store for books or toa book store for dry 
goods. In England great enterprises 
promising a profitable field for investment 
usually secure the formation of a bank for 
the purpose of dealing in its securities. 


_ Thus during the civii war, which produced a 


cotton famine in England, an enterprise 
having in view the growing of cotton in 
India was inaugurated. Such capital as 
lesired to enlist. in this very promising un- 
jertaking organized iteelf at once intoa 
banking corporation. The bankers or so- 
licitors. through whdm the idle capital or 
capital seeking investment is placed se- 
lect the line of investment, and keep them- 
selves fully posted as to the market.value 
of the.special species of security in which 
they have chosen to. invest. 
The irrigation bonds of California under 
the Wright law are new. When investors 
are approached with them the universal 
answer is, ‘We do not know anything of 
this class of securities." If a bank, hold- 
ing a large surplus of idle capital, sought 
to invest in then, information would be 
sought through the banks ofthis State.- 
The question is,. what answer do the barks 
of California give when interrogated. on 
the subject of these bonds? Within a re- 
cent period a bank in this city sent $3,000,- 
000.0f idle capital to New York, which it 
loaned at 5 per cent, That is one way to 
answer all inquiries as to the solvency of 
irrigation bonds in California in the nega- 
tive. If the bonds of the irrigation 
districts of this. State, offered at. 
80 cents and beating 6 cent... 
are . ectly solvent; if they rest as 
a first mortgage on the Jands subject of pus, 
works to be cofstruct if’ 
these la. ¢ have a valié in excess. 
of the bonded indebtedness affected by 
them, then no money will leave California 
to be. loaned at 5 per cent. To make a 
market for irrigation bonds it is necessary 
to intreduce the securities to the financial 
world through channels familiar with their 
value. A very valuable proceeding in this 
direction would have been to organize a 
bank in Caltfornia for the purpose of deal- 
ing in these bonds. Instead of proceeding 
in this manner, the irrigation districts took 
their bonds to New York and to London. 
where their. value could not of course be 
known or understood. 
For the past ‘twenty-five years Mr. Hunt 
ington. has been thoroughly familiar with 
the money markets of the world. He has 
borrowed upon railroad securities for the 
construction of railroads west of the Rocky 
Mountains over $200,000,000.. No secu- 
rity in which hé has been interested has 
ever defaultéd the perment of its coupons.. 
His familiarity of the whole realm of 
fihance naturally suggested the idea of 
seeking through him a market for perfectly 
solvent irrigation securities. In fact. be- 
fore he was appealed to, Mr. Huntington 
had taken. the matter under careful advise. 
ment and examined the subject of the gen- 
eral solvency of bonds issued under the 
Wright law, and wrote a letter on the sub. 
ject, which was published nearly two years 
ago in the San Francisco Chronicle. 
That letter exhibited the most complete 
familiarity with the character of irrigation 
securities under the Wright act, and 
proved that he had given the subject ex- 
amination as thorough asif he had intended 
to invest in the bonds. He made this ex- 
amination and public expression of its re- 
sult in the interest of State development.

I 
have said to him that it would be very 
much to the interest of California if the ir- 
rigation districts could be so consolidated 
ag to issue one bond; that is, all the local 
bonds be as collateral to this one issue in 
some trust company, then issuing one bond, 
a collateral trust, I think this would sell 
very much higher than any one of the ‘in. 
dividual” bonds; so to speak, and would 
cost less tomarket. Then I said 
to him thatI thought if it were done by 
some trust here, letting them fur. 
nish some competent engineer to review 
their present surveys and superintend the 
work, 80 as to see that the money paid by 
the people who bought the bonds went into 
the work, it wquld be: much to the interest 
of the State.. Of course, it goes without 
saying that I shall do all‘that I can to mar- 
ket these bonds, and that, too, at the high- 
eat rates at which they can be sold.

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


Revived . Prospects of a Road 
Through Chino. 


Dredging at Terminal Island—Observant 
Railroad Officials Tell Some Facts 
General, Local and Per. 
gonal Mention. 


It is understood that efforts are again 
being made to build an east and west 
road through Los Nietos, Whittier, 
Chino and Riverside, over a route that 
has already been viewed by engineers, 
and which is found to be perfectly 
practicable. W. H. Burkhardt, who 
owns, and until recently operated, the 
Cahuenga Valley dummy road between 
Los Angeles and Hollywood, and who is 
known as an indefatigable promoter of 
enterprises, is said to be trying to enlist 
Eastern capital in the work of building 
a railroad over the route referred to, 
Mr. Burkhardt and afew Eastern men 
said to be capitalists and investors 
recently visit-d the section of country 
whichthis-road would traverse, but noin-. 
formation can be obtained throwing any 
light upon their intentions or prospects. 
“The construction of ‘sucha line upon 
the route named would be of much sig- 
nificance, especially if it could be 
shown that the Los ‘Angeles Terminal 
Company had directly or indirectly any 
special interest in it, for the western 
terminus would) mest certainly be a 
point where it would connect with the 
Los Angeles’and San’Pedro division of 
ithat road, which would afford a good 
entrance to this city as weil as to the 
seaport.

THE RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS’ PICNIC. 

Prior to April, 1881, frequent com- 
plaints had been made by citizens of 
Southern California charg’rg certain 
railroad corporations with levying ex 
cessive rates, and on the. second day of. 
that month the commissioners decided 
to proceed to this portion of the State 
on a tour of inspection. It was figured 
that the trip would cost the State about 
$600, says the San Francisco Call. 

Commissioner Litchfield was, as usual, 
sent down to Fourth and Townsend 
streets for the purpose of informing the 
railroad people of the intention of the 
commission. The Southern Pacific gen- 
erously offered to pay the expenses of 
the trip, and two days later Messrs. 
Litchfield, Beckman and Rea, accom- 
panied hy the secretary of the board 
and three stenographers, were taken 
south in one of the company’s privaté 
cars. After their return to San Fran- 
cisco a history of the ‘‘tour of investi- 
'gation’’ was compiled with consider- 
able labor and published in an annual 
report recently issued. The report of 
each day’s proceedings embodied the 
names of the commissioners present 
and the sentence: ‘There being no 
complaints, the board adjourned.”’

And Makes a Full Confession of the 


Whole Matter. 


The Two Women Will Now Proceed to 
Make Matters Interesting for the 
Recreant Husband—A Queer 

State of Affairs. ‘ 


People who live in the neighborhood 
of No. 908 Chavez street, back of 
Nand’s warehouse, are considerably 
worked up over the disappearance of a 
man named Haizlip, who has resided in 
alittle cottage at No. 908 with his 
young wife and a fourteen-months-old 
baby. One of the neighbors met a

At one time Haizlip was 
connected with the police department 
anddateron he was employed in the 
Tax Collector’s office, but he lost his 
place and as he could not get another 
situation he went into the exprgss busi- 
ness. He kept up his political connec- 
tions, however, and it is more than pos- 
sible that he would have been able to 
get back in the employ of the county as 
soon as there is a change, ‘but he be- 
came dissatisfied with hard work and 
for some weeks past he has spent most 
of his time complaining to his wife, and 
finally about ten days ago he told her 
that he had decided to leave for the 
north. 

He sold his wagonand team and up 
to the last moment his wife, who is a 
very pretty little woman, thought she 
was to go with him, and had made all 
her preparations, but he evidently had 
other plans in his head, for when he 
got ready to go he coolly informed her 
that she must remain here until she 
heard from him. 

He bid his wife an affectionate good- 
bye to all appearances, and he held his 
little babe in his arms fully ten min- 
utes and seemed unwilling to part with 
it, and_probably had his wife even had 
an inkling that he was saying good- 
bye to them for the last time she could 
have talked him out of leaving them, 
but she had no idea that he was about 
to desert them, and when: they parted 
the poor little woman firmly believed

As soon as Haizlip reached the north- 
ern part of the State he changed his 
name to W. J. Canfield, and from all 
that could be learned yestérday there is 
at least one woman in this city that 
knew that he was about to desert his 
wife and also that he would change his 
to Canfield, and that she would 
go to him as soon as he secured a sftua- 
tion and become his wife, but she has 
repented of her part in this singular 
romance and for that reason thinks she 
should not be blamed and should be as 
fully forgiven by the public as has the 
injured wife forgiven her. 

This young lady is none_ other than 
Miss Mabel Barker, and it is through 
her that Mrs. Haizlip has been made | 
acquainted with her husband’s rascality, 

‘he other day Miss Barker received 
a letter from the Western Hotel in Sac- 
ramento, in which Haizlip informed 


her that he had secured a good situa-' 


tion in the recorder’s office in that city, 
and he wanted her to come up at once. 

He told her that he had sent her $20. 
by Wells, Fargo & Co., to pay her ex- 
penses up to Sacramento. Miss Barker 
went to the express office at once and 
got the money, but she did not start for 
Sacramento as Haizlip had intended. 

She and Mrs. Haizlip have been the 
time, and 
Mabel knew that her friend was in des- 
titute circumstances, with a young babe 
on her hands and no possible way of 
supporting herself, so the young girl 
very properly decided that the injured 
wife hada better right to» the money 
than anvone else, so she armed herself, 
with Haizlip’s letter and the $20 and 
sought the little cottage on Chavez 
Street.

Frank E. the much-married drug- 
gist, who wants to marry Miss Mary Wozen- 
craft, and who has figured more or less in 
the papers for the past few weeks, at- 
temptedio commit suicide yesterday aft- 
ernoon by taking eight grains of morphine 
and one dram of chloroform. He after- 
ward ‘‘repented”’ enough to send for a min. 
ister and a physician. He said he wanted 
to die. as he had nothing to live for. 
Emetics were administered, and he willre- 
cover. 

The Courier of Sunday gives the follow- 
ing details of this peculiar case, which 
probably led up to the suicide: 

“Much excitement and comment was 
caused yesterday among the friends of Miss 
Wozencraft when they learned that Hill 
was in thecity. The near relatives of Miss 
Wozencraft learned for the first time yes- 
terday of Hill’s hiding place here, and as a 
result a tragedy was nearly enacted last 
night. Hill’s life will not be wortha puff 
of wind if he insists on remaining here.”’ 

The Courier reporter interviewed Hill. 
The latter acknowledged that his confession 
printed in Los Angeles was substantially 
true. Hillsaid: ‘I have injured no one in 
this matter but Mary Wozencraft. I have 
asked and been forgiven by her. I have 
come back to San Bernardino to live it 
down, and will stay here until I do. I am 
not an embezzler, as has been stated in the 
papers.”’ 

‘ne Courier also found Miss Wozencraft 
and she admitted that she had forgiven 
Hill. Miss Wozencraft no doubt loves Hill 
with an undying love, and is willing to give 
him another chance,”and, continuing, she 
said: “I think a man who has been so 
threatened and abused by the people as 
Mr. Hill has, and who has had the courage 
to come right back to the same place, and 
willing to clear all up, should receive some 
consideration. I know that he deceived me 
by not telling me that he was a married 
man, but then any one is liable to make a

The ins 
candescent lights Rave been so weak that 
many reinforce them with gas and some 
have turned out the electric lights and use 
gasin preferences This is done in the 
operahouse. H.B, Everest, proprietor of 
the Arlington, early became disgusted with 
the electric light service and determined 
to become independent of the company. 
He puta private plant in the Arlington 
Hotel and has 240 lights in the house, part 
of which are $2-candle power, making an’ 
equivalent. of 260 lights of 16-candle 
power. These are run with a small engine 
and a single dynamo, generating a current 
of 110 volts. This engine is run with 
steam generated in the one boiler used for 
heating the steam coils throughout the 
building, for. pumping the water 
into the tank and pumping water for 
domestic service from a deep private well, 
and for heating water for the baths and for 
the domestic service throughout the house. 
Mr. Everest says there has not been a 
break in the lights. since they werestarted 
the lst of last December, and that the cost 
is less than the same number of lights 
would be if furnished by the Electric Light 
Company, and thefe can scarcely be a com- 
parison between them as to quality, the 
lights of the private plant areso much 
brighter, more steady and better in every 
way. Thereis a growing sentiment in fa- 
vor of the city owning its own plant and 
securing more,’satisfactory service.

THE COURTS. 


The Trial of eiware A. Gibbs 
Continued. 


Donald MeKay’s Name Frequently 
Used by the Defendant. 


No Such Man Known by People in| 


This Vicinity. 


Argument Still in Progress in the Cohn 
Contest—Those Infected Orange Trees 
—Customs Case in the United 
States Court—Notes. 


Judge Smith and a jury were occu- 
pied all day yesterday in the trial of 
the case against Edward A. Gibbs, 
charged with having obtained prop- 
erty by means of false pretenses from 
J. H. Alderson on April 80 last. There 
were not many spectators in the court- 
room of Department One at any stage 
of the proceedings, nor did those pres- 
ent evince much interest in the matter 
at bar. 

The cross-examination of J. H. Alder- 
son, the complainant, occupied most of 
the morning session, and he was fol- 
lowed by W. F. X. Y. Parker, a deputy
